Denies Chinese Exclusion Act Is 


Being Flagrantly Violated, * | 


as American Federa- 
tion Declares, _ 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special. }— 
President Roosevelt gave some plain talk to 
representatives of the American Federation 
of Labor today. Probably never before in 
the history of the government has a presi- 
dent talked so bluntly, so plainly, and with 
so little equivocation to a delegation from so 
great and so influential a body of citizens. 

The president received at the White house 
the executive counc!! of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, consisting of Samuel Gom- 
pers, James Duncan, James.O’Connell, Max 
Morris, Dennis A. Hayes, Daniel J. Keefe, 
William D. Huber, Joseph F. Valentine, John 
B. Lennon, and Frank Morrison. 


Labor Presents Its Grievances. 

The delegation presented him a memortal 
reciting that congress has ignored the “ just, 
reasonable, and necessary’’ demands of labor. 
The memorial specified briefly, the following 
grievances: 

i. The eight hour law has been abrogated tn the 
Panama canal tone against the protests of organ- 
ized labor. 

2. Congress has refused to pass a law guarding 
workmen against the competition of convict labor. 

8. The Chinese exclusion act is being violated 
end congress has refused to pass laws prohibiting 
undesirable immigration. 

4. The ship subsidy act provides for compulsory 
naval service. 

5. Congress has refused to pass a law correcting 
the evils of towing on the high seas. 

6. The anti-trust and interstate commerce laws 
have been perverted so as to violate personal lib- 
erty of workingmen. 

7. Congress has refused to prevent government 
by injunction. 

_. & The house labor committee is 
against the interests of labor. 

8 Government employés are not permitted to pe- 
tition congress, under penalty of dismissal. 


President’s Vigorous Answer. 


The same memoria! had been read to Will- 
iam P, Frye, president pro tem of the senate, 
and to Speaker Cannon of the house. When 
it was read to President Roosevelt at the 
White house he answered it in a twenty 
minute talk. ) | 

The president first refuged to discuss the 
second, fourth, fifth, sixth, and eighth sub- 
exclusively to the legislative branch of the 
government. The others he answered. 

He said with vigor that the laboring men 
could easily kill the pending bill limiting 
writs of injunction. He favored it, but con- 
gress, he declared, was in no mood to pass it. 
He said that during his administration he 
had never sought an injunction against a 
labor organization, but that he had applied 
for more than twenty injunctions against 
capital. 

He dented that the Chinese exclusion law 
was violated, and said that there were fewer 
Chinese in the United States than ten or even 
twenty and thirty years ago. 


Text of President’s Jpeech. 

He spoke plainly on the eight hour haw. 
He favors its application in the United 
States, but declared it would be an absurdity 
in the Panama canal, and he told why. The 
text of the speech in full follows: 

‘If your body objects to the passage of the 
proposed anti-injunction bill I have no ques- 
tion that you can stop it, for there is not a 
capitalist concerned who, simply as capital- 
ist, is not against it, though I believe that a 
goodly number both of capitalists and wage- 
workers who are concerned primarily as cit- 
izens favor it. 

“ The law was worked over and substantial- 
ly whipped into its present shape at a number 
of conferences between representatives of 
the railroad organizations, of the department 
of justice, and of the bureau of corporations 
with me. It goes as far as I personally think 
it should go in limiting the right of injunc- 
tion; at any rate, no arguments have hitherto 
been adwanced which make me think it should 
go farther. 

“TJ do not believe it has any chance of pass- 
ing, because there has been great criticism 
in both houses of congress against the atti- 
tude of the administration in going so far as 
we have gone, and if you think it is not far 
enough, why, you will have no earthly diffi - 
culty in killing the bill. Personally, I think 
the proposed law a most admirable one and I 
sincerely wish it would be put through. 


No Injunction Against Labor. 


“ as for the right of injunction, it is abso- 
lutely necessary to have this power lodged 
in the courts, though, of course, any abuse 
of the power is atrongly to be reprobated. 
During the four and a half years that I have 
been president I do not remember an instance 
where the government has invoked the right 
of injunction against a combination of la- 
borers. We have invokedit certainly a score 
of times against combinations of capital. I 
think possibly oftener. Thus, though we 
have secured the issuance of injunctions in 
a number of cases against capitalistic com- 
binations, it has happened that we have 
never tried to secure an injunction against 
@ combination of labor. But understand me, 
gentlemen, if I ever thought it necessary, if 
I theught a combination of laborers were do- 
ing wrong, | would apply for an injunction 
against them just a5 quick as against #o many 
pr eng come to the general subject of 
your petition. I wish in the first place to 
state iny regret that you did not divorce so 
much of the petition as refers to the action 
of the executive from #0 much-as refers to 
the action of the legislative branch, because 
I cannot consider any petition that you make 
that reflects upon the cobrdinate branch of 
or that sans any charges 

tever against it. I would not even re- 
ste it save for the fact that in part it af- 
fects the executive. Therefore, in what I 
have to eay-1 shall limit myself solely to 
what you assert in reference to the acts of 
the executive.

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HAS 2 WIVES—"WHAT OF IT?’ 


Millionaire Bigamist in Brooklyn 
Says It Is Nobody’s Business. 


BOTH WOMEN ARE SATISFIED 


Took Second Spouse When First One 
Was Expected to Die. 


Thomas W. Kiley, @ millioriaire bank presi- 
dent and hardware. dealer in Brooklyn, has 
for the last three years kept two wives in sep- 
arate establishments, less than half a mile 
apart, is an amazing fact that became known 
late this afternoon. 

Mr. Kiley, in reply to questions, broke down 
and admitted it all. He said he had no ex- 
cuse to offer save that he loved both women, 
and he married the second only when he felt 
sure his first and legal wife was about to die. 

Ktiley’s legal wife lives in his mansion at 201 
Jefferson avenue, with her two sons and two 
daughters by her first husband. She was the 
wife of James Kiley, a brother of Thomas. 
James Kiley died twelve years ago and she 
married her brother-in-law. 

The second wife is housed in a magnificent 
place at 216 Brooklyn avenue. She is known 
as Mrs. Flora A. Colt, and lives with her son 
by her first husband, who wes a westerner. 
She was Flora Brown, daughter of Guy R. 
Brown, a wealthy hardware dealer of the 
eastern district of Brooklyn, with whom 
many years ago Kiley started in life as 
clerk. 


Bigamist. Is Worth Millions. 

Kiley, who is 63 years old, is president of the 
North Side bank of Williamsburg and is re- 
puted to be worth several millions. He hasa 
large business under the firm name of 
Thomas W. Kiley & Co., 57 Grand street, 
Brooklyn. He aiso is interested heavily in a 
structural iron business. 

The facta came to light today through the 
filling of a suit against Kiley and wife No. 2 
Jointly by John 8. Griffith for $37,500, Mr. 
Grimfith was counsel for wife No. 2 a year 
ago in @ suit for §250,000 against Kiley. He 
says there was no trouble between them, but 
he was ill, and she wished to provide for her 
future in case he should die and all of his 
estate go to his legal wife. The matter was 
settled out of court: Kiley charges that Grif- 
fith’s late fee was a “‘shake down,” and 

t it was by advice of counsel that he re- 
to settle. 


Dual Life Known to Both Wives. 

With tears in his eyes the millionaire bank- 
er today laid bare his romance and its strange 
culmination In a polygamous life. He said 
he was ashamed, but it could not be helped. 

“T have told my legal wife,” he said, “ of 
the matter, and she agreed to ignore Mrs. 
Colt, yet all is amicable between Mrs. Colt 
and myself.” 

He said he had known Mrs, Colt from child- 
hood, and after her husband died five years 
‘ago was on close terms of friendship with 

her. In October, 1908, his wife was fll when 
ne was ‘called #© a national convention of 
bankers in San Francisco. Mrs. Colt accom- 
panied him, 

“She did not intend to go all the way,” 
said Mr. Kiley. 
my wife was not expected to recover. On the 
way west I told Mrs, Colt I wanted to marry 
her. She was willing. We thought my wife 
would be dead before our return to Brooklyn, 
and I was suffering from a general break- 
down.

Chattanooga Lynchers in Con- 
tempt of U. 8. Supreme Court. 


SHERIFF TO BE ARRESTED. 


Affront to Tribunal Will Meet Prompt 


“The lynching of the negro Johnson by a 
Chattanooga mob Monday night, after the 
United States Supreme court had granted a 
stay of execution, presents a grave situation, 
and one that demands instant and drastic 
action, and every effort will be made by the 
department of justice to bring the lynchers 
before the bar of justice.” 


Attorney General Hoyt, after a day spent in 
consultation with justices of the Supreme 
court and law officials of the government. 

A special session of the Supreme court 
was held today at the residence of Chief 
Justice Fuller, when the Chattanooga situ- 
ation was discussed and further action of 
the court was decided upon. Acting Attorney 
General Hoyt was present by request. 


* Will Arrest Sheriff. 

After considering the situation in all its 
details, a line of action was decided upon in 
addition to the steps taken yesterday by the 
department of justice at the request of the 
Supreme court. It is learned that it was 
decided to instruct the district attorney at 
Knoxville to proceed to Chattanooga and 
cause the arrest of the Chattanooga sheriff, 
who had Johnson in custody when he was 
taken by the mob, under a charge of con- 
tempt of the Supreme court. The arrest of 
the sheriff will bring the matter to a heaé 
and establish a precedent for future action 
of the kind by the court. 

While it cannot be stated definitely, it is the 
general opinion that it was decided simply to 
have the parties participating in the lynch- 
ing and the local officials arrested on con- 
tempt proceedings, this being, it is cdnsid- 
ered, the simplest way out of the predica- 
ment. It was the opinion of the acting at- 
torney general and his aseistants that the 
Supreme court has absolute authority to 
prosecute the local authorities and the mem- 
bers of the mob for contempt. 


Power to Sentence Offenders. | 

The court has authority to sentence the 
offenders, should they be brought before it, 
to beth fine and imprisonment, and there 
would be no redress for the prisoners except 
through the pardoning power of the presi- 
dent. 
' Secret service men already are in Chat- 
tanooga, and more are on their way, to secure 
evidence sufficient to cause the conviction 


| of the members of the mob upon any charge 


that the department of justice may deter- 
mine to bring against them. 

The president today took a han@ in the in- 
vestigation and directed the officials of the 
department of justice, to aki the Supreme 
court officials in order to bring the members 
of the mob to justice. He said to callers 
that the lynching of Johnson after the Su- 
preme court had interfered in ils behalf was 
an affront to the highest tribunal of the land 
and one that could mot pass without proper 
action being taken In the premises. 


Chattanooga Quiet Again. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 21.—[Special.] 
—Chattanooga is back to its normal condition 
and there is now no fear of a race war. Extra 
policemen are on duty tonight, however. 

The funeral of Edward Johnson, a victim of 
the mob, was held this afternoon and was 
attended by 2,000 negroes. Police kept curi- 
ous white people from the place where the 
funeral wae held end there was no trouble.

Substitute for Cherished Right. 


“The act is a substitute for one of the most 
cherished rights of the American citizen, the 
right to remain silent when questioned upon 
any subject the answer to which would in- 
criminate him. 

“It ts conceded in areument that this 
amendment could not be—the privilege given 
by this amendment could not be taken from 
the citizen without giving him something 
equally broad and. equally valuable. Con- 
gresa had had the experience of having tried 
that. It had passed an act intended to take 
away the privilege and substitute an equiv- 
sient, and the Supreme court had decided 
that the act substituted what was not an 
equivalent. I say it is conceded that in fur- 
nishing a substitute for this great right of 
the citizen congress must give something as 
broad. It might be broader, but ft could not 
be narrower. 

** Now. in my judgment, the immunity law 
is: broader than the privilege given by the 
fifth amendment, which the act was intended 
to substitute, The privilege of the amend- 
ment permits a refusal to answer; the act 
wipes out the offense about which the wit- 
nesees might have refused to anewer, The 
privilege permits a refusal only as to incrim- 
inating evidence; the act gives immunity for 
evidence of or concerning the matter covered 
by the indictment, and the evidence need noi 
be self-incriminating. The privilege must be 
personally claimed by the witness at the 
time; the immunity flows to the witness by 
action of law and without any claim on his 
part.

Law Compels Anewer. 


."*T am of opinion that under this act, when 
the commissioner of corporations, who has 
power to compel, makes his demand, it is the 
duty of the witness to obey.

Case Fought Long and Hard.

The 
evidence closed one week ago, when the mo- 
tion ‘to Instruct the jury on the law of im- 
munity was made by the packers’ coungel, 
and a cross motion was made by the govern- 
ment. 

Until yesterday the case has been argued 
and the'jury excluded. Attorney Miller, W. 
J. Hynes, Moritz Rosenthal, and John C. 
Cowen spoke for the packers, and Attorney 
General Moody and Mr. Morrison presented 
the government case. The appearance of 
the attorney general was unusual. In but 
two previous cases in the history of the 
country has such a proceeding been fellowed 
by the government.

Grand Jury Investigation. 

On March 20 the United States marshal 
returned the venire, and the far reaching in- 
vestigation by the grand jury, resulting in 
the indictments which have been set aside 
by the immunity decision, was taken up. 

After a consideration of the evidence, the 

government decided to prosecute directly 
for a violation of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
and not to ask judicial punishment for a vio- 
lation of the injunction. 
In the course of the inquiry separate in- 
dictments were voted against T. J. Conners, 
general manager for Armour & Co., and 
against four officials of the Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger company for tampering with gov- 
ernment witnesses. The 8. & 8. company 
escaped indictment under the anti-trust law, 
but was indicted and pleaded - guilty - for 
granting rebates to the rallroade.

CALLS CHICAGO BACKWARD: 
TELLS HOW TO MODERNIZE IT. 


Dwight H. Perkins Says Business Dis- 
trict Should Be Expanded and 
Double Decked Subways Built.

The extension of the business district of 
Chicago to Division, Halsted, and Twenty- 
second streets, the construction of a harbor 
far out in the lake, and the proper grouping 
of pul * buildings were among the things 
sugges. . for “the city beautiful” by 
Dwight H. Perkins, architect of the board of 
education, las¢ evening. 

Mr. Perkins spoke before the members cf 
the Chicago Credit Men’s -association at » 
banquet at. the Victoria hotel. He urged 
that the Calumet river be connected with 
the drainage canal for the purpose of di- 
verting all the heavy shipping to those 
streams. This, he declared, would leave the 
other branches of the river free to be used 
for lightering. 

He declared that Chicago, instead of being 
one of the most niodern, is one of the most 
backward cities In the world. 

“The basement of every wholesale house 


‘pound. of freight should be carted in our 
streets,’ sald Mr. Perkins. ‘ The harbor 
should be constructed far oittgide of the 
present harbor and it should’ be connected 
by “subways through which all the freight 
shiould be transported. 

“In our world’s fair we gave to the world 
a lesson in the proper grouping of build- 
ings. Who profits by this lesson? Chicago? 
O, no. It builds fits courthouse out to the 
street line and pays no attention to artis- 
tic grouping of structures. We have grown 
in a haphazard, slipshod manner. 

“Two things must be done. We must ex- 
pand the business district and relieve the 
congestion by means of subways. 

** Just acrose the river property may be 
bought for $800 a foot, while south of the 
river in the golden square the property costs 
several thousands a foot. Such a condition 
Goes not exist any where else In the world. 

“I would place a great public square on 
both sides of the river between Fifth avenue 
and State street, where all the great public 
buildings should be grouped. I would elimi- 
nate bridges here and bulld subways under 
| the river. Inside the extended business dis- 
trict there pepe ain no Prickly: trains or 
surface any cription on the streets, 
but should id be * double decked subways.’

Investigator Set on Trail. 


The commission sent out Investigator Pine 
to. find out and report exactly what service 
to the city Mr. White performed. He was 
told to ‘ piperize’’ superintendent of 
bridges and tell what he did in return for the 
$2,000 a year. A complaint had been made 
that “ Pat" was guilty of neglect of duty 
and the commission wanted to know about it. 

Mr. Pine’s day’s work was about as easy 
as Mr, White's. He. reported that he had 
traced the sup-rintendent of bridges to the 
office he -is supposed to have in the bridge 
engineer's office, but had not found him there. 
He explained there was nothing remarkabie 
in this as there would not have been anything 
for him to do if.he had been there 

He did, however, find him in the mayor's 
office. He had been there all the afternoon, 
as he had for many efternoons before, and 
was busy talking with the. other politicians 
who drop in constantly to talk I. M.°O: and 
other matters with the mayor. Incidentally, 
he was telling all comers that if I. BE. Ham- 
burg. the “ municipal ownership candidate 
for alderman on the democratic ticket ’* in 
the Third ward was elected over Ald. Prin- 
gie, |. M. O. was as good as accomplished. 


Report Sets Commissioner Guessing. 


The report set Civil Service Commissioner 
Powell gucssing.

ever, there is absolutely nothing for him to 
do.

White. It simply has been suggested to us 
that he was doing nothing to earn his salary, 
and we started the investigation. There does 
not seem to be any dispute about the facts, 
and the simplest way out of it, to my mind, is 
to have the office discontinued.” 


What Supposed Duties Are. ~ 


At the time White was first appointed, he. 


was supposed to look after the bridges of the 
city and have general charge of the bridge- 
tenders. His connection with the bridges 
was limited to going around. once in awhile 
and seeing to it that none of them had tum- 
bled into.the river; The charge. of . the 
bridgetenders was more to the point, as they 

are all political employés, removed from the 
Gmaeetion of the ciyil service law, and Mr. 
White is a politician, if nothing else. 

Within the year, however, the then com- 
missioner of public works so reorganized the 
work that the care of the bridges was en- 
trusted entirely to the bridge engineer, and 
since that Mr. White has had nothing to do 
but look after the bridgetenders. As this 
work is confined to primary days, it is hardly 
what can be called a public duty. 


What He Is Doing Now. 


Just now Mr. White Is interested in the 
aldermanic election. He has persuaded 
Mayor Dunne he can elect an I. M. O. candi- 
date in the person of Mr. Hamburg, and:has 
persuaded the mayor to come to the ward 
this evening to make a speech and bring Cor- 
poration Counsel Lewis and Capt. John F. 
Finerty with him. It is possible that, if Mr. 
Hamburg is not elected, the mayor may 
think there has been “ neglect of duty " some- 
where.

I$ FOUND UNSATISFACTORY. 


Gperation at Milwaukee Shows One 
Party Is Given Power to Dictate 
Nominations on Opposing Ticket. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 21.—[Special.}]— 
The returns of the primary election held yes- 
terday have been. analyzed and the result is 
not satisfactory. It shows that the spirit of 
the law as intended by the framers has not 
been carried out. 

Under the operation both socialists and re- 
publicans, more interested in the fight within 
the democratic party than in their own can- 
didates, voted for Bruce or Rose. Party lMnes 
virtually were lost.

M Officials an Evil. 

During the conference today some of the 
delegates explained how the legitimate job- 
bers and retailers had been harassed by 
ignorant or mercenary officials of local pure 
food boards. In many cases the provisions 
of the state laws, which were merely intended 
to protect the consumer against fraud, have 
been harshly interpreted so as to drive cer- 
tain products out of the market entirely. 
These officiais have discoyered that under 
these laws they can discriminate between 
rival products, and they have not hesitated 
in some cases to rule out one class of goods 
and admit those made by a competitor for 
reasons best known to themselves. 

Absurd little techriicalities as to labels and 
methods of packing have been invoked by 
grafting officials who had power themselves 
to designate whether certain articles could 

sold in the local market. 

t was explained to the delegation by Repre- 
sentative Mann, who was chairman of the 
subcommittee which drafted the house bill, 
that there are no fines or fees provided in 
the proposed measure. No retailer, jobber, or 
manufacturer can be punished off hand by 
any government official. No representative 
of the United States has the power t0 bar out 
of any market any article, even if it is 
notoriously adulterated or misbranded. The 
law merely fixes penalties for deceiving the 
public by adulterating goods or. lying about 
their properties. 


Manufacturers’ Fears Dispelled. 
Those penalties can be inflicted only in a 
competent United States court after a proper 
hearing before the department of agricul- 
ture in open trial in court, such as would be 
granted to any other person who had offend- 


ed against the laws of the United States. 


It was evident from the questions of some 

of the delegates that, while they understood 
the law themselves, other people did not. 
Many retailers, they say, seem to fear that 
Dr. Wiley or some other dreaded official of 
the agricultural department, is to be given 
autocratic power to decide what goods are 
to go on the market. Of course, nothing of 
this kind is contemplated by the proposed 
law. It confers no authority upon any of- 
fice of the government, except to devise 
standards, make analysis, and prepare evi- 
dence for submission to the courts, if the 
secretary of agriculture after a full hearing 
on proper notice, shall decide that such a 
prosecution is desirable. 
« In view of this. explanation and the poss!- 
bility of satisfactory amendments the dele- 
gation expressed themselves entirely satis- 
fied with the present and future prospects of 
the pure food law.

The people of St. Louis have extended a 
hearty invitation to the friends of the water- 
way, an@ the local committee there will 
make all necessary arrangements for ad- 
vettisement and entértainment. It is the 
purpose of the promoters of the deep water- 
way to get a satisfactory appropriation in 
the next river and harbor bill, providing for 
a lock twenty-one feet on the sill in the 
drainage canal. 

With this preliminary, {f congress under- 
takes the work, it will be a matter of a com- 
paratively short time until deep draft vessels 
can actually navigate from the lake to the 
gulf. 

It is expected that the convention in St. 
Louis next fall to form an organization which 
will embrace practically all the Mississippi 
valley, so that the necessary amount of legit- 
imate pressure can be brought to bear upon 
eongress to provide not only for an initial ap- 
propmation but for the steady prosecution of 
the work in succeeding years.

Fair flat rates, fair measured rates, and 
the subscriber at liberty to select the kind 
of service he prefers—these are the essen- 
tial requirements of a well regulated tele- 
phone business. 

A FUTILE PLAN. 

Mayor Dunne has made the sensible sug- 
gestion that the work of reconstruction 
of the street car system be left to the trac- 
tion companies. He takes the good out of 
his suggestion *by coupling with, it the 
proposition that the companies, after hav- 
ing attended to the matter of reconstruc- 
tion, shall operate the system under a 
license terminable whehever the city ‘le- 
cides to buy their properties. 

A rehabilitation as thorough as has been 
asked for will include the expensive under- 
ground trolley in the business district. It 
will call for the throwing away of a ma- 
jority of the cars now in use and their re- 
placement by cars of the Indiana avenue 
type. - The substitution of heavier for 
lighter cars will call for new and better 
rails. Most of those in use now are too 
light. 

With an expenditure of $50,000,000 the 
companies vould be able to give Chicago 
a street car system which would be up to 
date in all respects. In order to get the 
money the companies would have to sell 
bonds. They would find no difficulty ‘n 
disposing of bonds with a moderate rate 
of interest which were a lien not merely 
on the tangible property of the companies 
but also on a valuable street car fran- 
chise. The bankers would not look favor- 
ably upon. bonds which did not have that 
security behind them and which were is- 
sned by°a corporation or corporations lia- 
ble at any moment to be put out of busi- 
ness. 

It may be egaid that ‘the bondholders 
could be given a lien on the money to be 
paid by the city, when it was ready to 
buy, for the properties of the’traction coni- 
panies. But the city would offer Mueller 
law certificates in payment. The bankers 
who would have to be appealed to to nego- 
tiate bonds do not consider those cer- 
tificates gilt edged securities. Moreover, 
investors like long term bonds. Even if 
the security were ample they would de- 
mand a higher rate of interest with bonds 
which might suddenly be redeemed in the 
near future—whenever the city felt in- 
clined to take over the traction properties.

LYNCHigs:IN DANGER. 

Some peaceable cifizens of Tennessee, in 
the course of at tvening’s enjoyment, 
lynched a negro, press report was 
eareful to state thatébhere was no rowdy- 
ism. The proceedings were simple and 
orderly and ended wit, filling the corpse 
with bullets. Under ordhary circumstances 
| nothing more would havéheen heard of the 
matter. But this affair ditered from others 
of a similar nature in that he prisoner was 
under the protection of theSupreme court 
of the United States, and thélynchers have 
not only committed murder, ‘gut, a more 
serious thing, have incurred ty penalties 
provided for contempt of court.\ 

A state’s attorney knows that ika case of 
lynching, where the sympathy of Re com- 
munity is on the side of the lynchag, it is 
little use to try to secure indictmen, wit- 
nesses that will testify, or a jury th will 
convict. The men of Tennessee are fanfiar 
with that fact. But they overlooked the 
fact that in contempt proceedings there isyo 
indictment needed, and no jury permitte, 
There is no fixed term of imprisonment, buf, 
short of inflicting the death penalty, there is 
no limit to the power of the court to take 
vengeance for the defiance of its mandate, 

There is one case on record where the 
Supreme court of the United States has been 
successfully resisted. In 1832 the Supreme 
court ordered Worcester and Butler, mis- 
sionaries te the Cherokees, to be freed from 
the prison to which they had been con- 
demned according to the law of the state of 
Georgia. The state ignored the order of the 
court, and President Andrew Jackson re- 
fused to back up thé decree of the court by 
foree, The missionaries were released only 
after they had withdrawn their case from 
the juriediction of the United States court 
and sued for pardon from the state authori- 
ties. Ne oné was punished. 

Jackson is no longer president; it is not 
the state authorities, but private citizens 
“who have rendered of no effect the order 
of the Supreme court. The ending of this 
ease is likely to be different. The present 
executive will not refuse to back up the court, 
If the punishment is an exemplary one 
lynching will become unpopular where the 
Supreme court is interested. There may be 
an. outery in Tenmessee against the action 
the Supreme court is likely to take, but the 
majesty of the law must be upheld, evewif 
it disturbs the enjoyment of the old and 
popular pastime of lynching. 


A NEW CONSTITUTION.

Loré Mostyn is not the only peer of his 
house. Another is Loré Vaux of Harrowden. 
Hjs e is a barony by writ, which there- 
fore descends in the female as well as in .he 
male line. 

On the death of the fifth Loré Vaux of Har- 
rowden in 1662 without issue, the barony 
created ih 1523 fell into abeyance between 
his three sisters, and remained thus for 200 
years until Queen Victoria was pleased to 
terminate the abeyance in favor of George 
Charles Mostyn, son of Charles Browne Mx :- 
tyn and of his wife, Maria Butler, a lineal 
descendant of Mary, sister of the fifth lord. 
The present peer, a member of the diplomatic 
service, is the grandson of the sixth lord, and 
has three daughters who are coheiresses of 
hia’ peerage. 

About twelve years ago he succeeded in 
buying back Harrowden hall, the ancestral 
home of the Vaux, and among its treasures 
is still to be seen a. big oak table used iby 
King Charles I. for a council of state which 
he held there when Harrowden was owned 
by the Straffords.

The earl of Desart, the only British peer 
who has an American son-in-law, has jus 
been elected to succeed the earl of Pembroke 
as president of the Benevolent Society of St. 
Patrick. He is the solicitor of the treasury, 
the title whereby the official charged with 
the duty of prosecuting criminals on behalf 
of the state is known. It is an office that 
demands altogether exceptional qualifica- 
tions, not so much of a legal character as of 
tact, discretion, and judgment. 

It is upon his shoulders that rests the re- 
sponsibility of detertifining “whether or not. 
the government shall undertake the prosecu- 
tion of a criminal. Where the offender be- 
longs to a rich and aristocratic family, the 
latter frequently compromises matters finan- 
cially with the victimes of the crime, who are 
thereupon ready to abandon the prosecution 
so far as they themselvesare concerned The 
matter then rests with the department of 
which Lord Desart is the chief, and it is for 
him to decide whether public interest will 
best be served by the prosecution of the 
‘affair or by hushing it up. 

Lord Desart’s career has been of a singu- 
larly varied character. He was page of 
honor to Queen Victoria. A. midshipman 
serving in American waters at the time of 
the Trent affair, he quitted the navy to go 
to Cambridge university, where he became 
the president of the famous Amateur Dra- 
matic club. He was called to the bar, and, 
after acting as secretary to the royal judic- 
ature acts committee, was appointed so- 
licitor of the treasury, an office which carries 
with it a salary of $20,000a year. Hisfamily, 
which hafled originally from the county of 
Somerset, has been settled in Ireland since 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and it was 
John Cuffe who was first created Lord Desart 
by King George II. The harony was trans- 
formed into an earldom before the close of 
the eighteenth century, and the ancestral 
home of Lord Desart, who is popularly 
known to his friends as *‘ Ham,’ is Desart 
court, Kilkenny. 
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I may add that there are no less than three 
countesses of Desart. now living—namely: 
the mother of Lady Sybil Cutting of New 
York, and the two wives of the late earl, who 
Was an extraordinary creature. He enjoyed 
the distinction of being the ugliest membef 
of the British peerage, was a professional 

alist, for a time as.editor of 
anity Pair, and-wrote a number of rea le 
novels, one of which, entitled “ Helen's 
Vow,” is full of villains depicted in such 
realistic colores that people alleged that the 
noble author had written the book seated 
Defore a. mirror, on the polished surface of 
which he found the requisite inspiration. 

His first wife ran away from him with the 
actor Sugden, whom she married as soon 
as the eaxi aad divorced her. She has now 
been divo by her footlight husband, on 
the ground of intemperance, and Is entirely 
declassée, and, I understand, penniless, al- 
though she still retains the title of countess 
of Desart. . The late earl's second wife and 
widow is a daughter of Henry Bischoffsheim, 
the well known financier and former osvfier 
of the London Dally News.

J. OGDEN ARMOUR ATTACKS 
_ FOES OF PRIVATE CAR LINES 


Inspired by Personal Animus. 


Personal animus is charged to the canaeenie 
of the private car line system by J. Ogden 
Armour in this week's installment of his de- 
fenge of the packers in tife Saturday Evening 
Post, Although he declares he could show 


“The misrepresentation employed by the 
anti-car line champions cannot overcome the 
force of this simple fact: The men who pay 

* extortionate rates’ to the private car lines— 
that is, the actual growers and shippers of 
fruite—never have voiced a serious complaint 
against the car lines and do not now favor the 
anti-car line agitation,” says Mr. Armour. 
“This does not mean there are not some 
individual or association complaints, I feel 
perfectly safe in saying that more than 00 per 
cent of the growers, where private refriger- 
ator cars are operated, are in favor of keep- 
ing the private car lines with their refrigera- 
tion service and their exclusive contracts in 
operation as they are. The better business 
man the fruit grower is, and the more experi- 
ence he has had with commercial enterprises 
other than fruit growing, the more heartily 
does he speak out for the private car line and 
its exclusive contract:” 

~. 


"Men of this class appreciate, too, that 
g00@ service must be paid for and that poor 
service is dear at any price, and service in the 
handling of perishable berries and fruits is 
the first consideration, as every successful 
grower will testify. 

“ Just a final word on the real. animus of 
thie fight on the private car lines. Fruit 
handling commission men—not all commis- 
sion men, but some—have been forced to 
come out into the open and admit that they 
are trying to kill the private ear lines if they 
can and to cripple them if extermination is 
not possible. Hostile legislation is their 

© £un. 

“One of the chief arguments they have 
used in enlisting the aid of representatives, 
senators, writers, and other men who make 
sentiment and legislation, is the cry that the 
private car lines are monopolistic in char- 
acter, grasping in purpose, and‘ that they 
seek to control the handling. and refrigefa- 
tion of fruits. -Their mission is to get the 
oppressed grower out from under the heel] of 
the private car line magnate, to liberate him 
from the control of the monopolist. 

Mr. Armour, in answer to this plea, cited 
the speech of President Streight of the 
Western Fruit Jobbers, in which he pleaded 
with the members to get together so their 
agents would not bid against each other and 
raise prices. Referring to the speech and 
others of similar tenor made at the fruit 
jobbers’ convention in Omaha in 1904, Mr. 
Armour says:

* Could any appeal for combination den tust 
the grower and shipper be more clear tha 
this? The most ingenious and, unsophist!- 
cated fruit grower cannot fail to understand 
the hostile intent of language like this. Could 
there be a clearer, a more definite and au- 
thoritative verification of my statement tha: 
the work of the private car lines in bringing 
competitive buyers into the fruit growing 
districts, there to hustle for business and bi4 
against each other, has been of inestimable 
benefit to the grower and shipper? It ts a 
confession, published in the camp of the 
enemy, that competition on the part of the 
buyers—forced into the field by the private re- 
frigerator car—results in great gain to the 
grower, brings him far higher prices, and*has 
liberated him from the domination of the 
commission. man. 

“The real attitude of the commission men 
toward the growers and toward the question 
of * combination * for the purpose of squelch- 
ing ‘unfriendly competition’ can only be 
fully appreciated in the light of these utter- 


‘ances of: the official heads of the Western 


Fruit Jobbers’ association. The cry of ‘ mo- 
nopoly’ and ‘combination’ certainly comes 
with rare grace from this organization! 

“Some of these commission men losé all 
sense of perspective—and of humor, too— 
when they undertake to explain how they 
love high class refrigeration for its own 
sake, but are nobly battifng against the mo- 
nopoly. One spokesman, in a recent deliv- 
erance, contemplates the ‘horrible cond!- 
tions * imposed upon refrigerator car service 
by the *Armour monopoly.” Further along 
he avers that Armour cars ‘are to the re- 
frigerator cars of the whole country but as 
a Grop in the bucket.’ Then, I ask, how can 
it be a monopoly that is strangling the fruit 
industry? Again, the spokesman makes the 
specious plea that he and his associates are 
not trying to drive private car lines out of 
the business, but are only secking to ‘ regu. 
late’ their rates.

Their stock is now reduced to 2,205, 000 
bu, the bulk of which will disappear within 
the coming few weeks. The total stock of 
wheat in New York is 1,040,000 bu, of which 
only 118,000 bu is straight contract grade. 
In addition there are two small lots of No. 
8 red winter and No, 2 northern spring, ag- 
gregating 164,000 bu, which may be delivered 
on contract at Ge per bu penalty. Asa result 
of the small supplies at and east of Buffalo, 
May in New York is showing marked

Preliminary estimates of the Canadian 
wheat acreage for the eoming season point 
to a decided increase in the area. An in- 
crease of 20 to 25 per cent was considered 
conservative in well informed quarters. 
While it fs too early to make definite cal- 
culations as to the area to be sown to wheat, 
the great amount of new land taken up by im- 
migrants, and additional purchases of wheat 
lands by the old residents, warrants the as- 
sumption that the increase will be substan- 
tial. Immigration into the dominion is in- 
creasing rapidly, upwards of 250,000 people 
having moved into the country in the last 
twelve months. The coming season many 
thousand square miles of virgin wheat lands 
will be made accessible to settlers by the ex- 
tension of the railroads into new territory. 
More than 5,000 miles of new track will be 
laid during 1906, 


The Northwestern Miller’s weekly review 
of the flour trade, received over Logan-Bry- 
an’s private wire: ‘“‘The Minneapolis flour 
output last week decreased 15,355 bris. The 
quantity turned out was 209,360 bris, against 
270,995 bris in 1905, and 313,935 bris in 1904. 
For some time the figures have run smaller 
than in other years. THis week twelve mills 
are in operation, and the production should 
approximate 220,000 bris. In the same week 
last year it was 259,405 bris. Asking prices 
of flour have been advanced i5c per bri, and 
this has checked business. Buyers would 
take flour at old quotations, but refused to 
pay the advance. In some éases, shipping 
directions on old orders are reported to be 
coming along more freely, but usually they 
Outside mills report de- 
mand for flour better, but sales not large. 
Buyers are still a little timid.” 


Sentiment on the Minneapolis chamber of 
commerce was said to be changing in favor 
of the adoption of higher commission charges. 
The fact that Chicago did not seem-to be los- 
ing any business as a result of its increase 
in rates, and that Minneapolis did not seem 
to be getting any more trade since the new 
rule went into effect, was regarded as an in- 
dication that the test of the new rule would 
be successful here. A two-thirds vote is 
necessary to amend the rules of the Minne- 
apolis exchange, but it was claimed that, 
judging from the expressions of opinion by 
the members of the northwestern exchange, 
an amendment providing for the raising of 
rates to a parity with Chicago would come 
close to being carried at the present time.
